Die Fledermaus (The 
Bat), converted into a German 
libretto by Haffner and Genee 
from a French farce called Le 
Reveillon by Meilhac and Hal- 
evy, was 2 disastrous failure 
on its premier in Vienna but 
an instant sensation when per- 
formed two months later in 
Berlin. 

It has since remained one 
of the most widely performed 
comic operas. Lewis has chos- 
en the Englist. translation by 
Ruth and Thomas Martin for 
his production.

Stanley P. Hughart, profes- 
sor of mathematics, expressed 
his concern for the American 
foreign policy. “My political 
awareness started with Hiro- 
shima and I became chilled 
when (sic) the Cuban crisis, 
and I feel numb by the reaii- 
zation of how, often we muffed 
our epportunities,” he said. 

John Harris tried to unite 
the Negro problem with Viet 
Nam by attacking President 
Johnson and the system of 
election to representative of- 
fices in the government. “We 
are not in Viet Nam—Johnson 
is in Viet Nam, McNamara is 
in Viet Nam,” he uttered. 

Harris has spent two years 
in Mississippi with the SNCC 
and is now organizing high 
school students in the Watts 
area of Los Angeles for po- 
litical reform activity. 

Eliezer Risco, SSC graduate 
and one of the organizers of 
the Free University of Palo 
Alto, explained the purposes 
and structure of the undertak- 
ing. According to the univer- 
sity founders, it is a “center 
in which the people of our 
community can come together 
to discuss and learn, unencum- 
bered by the restrictions found 


in conventional educational 
structures.” 
The last speaker, Harry 


Frye, from the SSC Friends of 
SNCC, made a piea for the stu- 
dents to be active in the Civil 
Rights movement. He was
